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CONCENTRATION OF COURSES 
IN PEACE RIVER DISTRICT 
WILL GUIDE FUTURE PLANS 


The Arts and Crafts Division is at¬ 
tempting to hold courses and workshop 
visits in the Peace River area in the 
form of a concentrated program. A 
meeting was held at Fairview, Alberta, 
in the spring of 1963, with representa¬ 
tives from Grande Prairie, Beaverlodge, 
Hythe, Fairview, Grimshaw and Peace 
River in attendance, for the purpose of 
deciding what would be offered during 
such a program. 

It was evident from this meeting that 
there was interest in courses of an ad¬ 
vanced nature. In response to this in¬ 
terest and requests received the Arts 
and Crafts Division has drawn up and 
made available advanced courses in lea¬ 
ther and ceramics to the Peace River 
area. These are new courses and they 
will be offered to the rest of the prov¬ 
ince in future. 

From the fall program of courses be¬ 
ing offered this year in Alberta by 
the Arts and Crafts Division, which 
is listed in this issue of Recreation 
News, one can see that basic courses, 
advanced courses and workshop visits 
have been scheduled in rapid succession 
between October 24 and November 6, 
1963, in the Peace River area. By con¬ 
centrating the program in this way, the 
Arts and Crafts Division is able to offer 
much more assistance and instruction 


The Department of Education of Al¬ 
berta will launch a Small Business Man¬ 
agement Training Program throughout 
the province of Alberta, commencing 
this fall. Short training courses for 
owner-managers of small businesses will 
be conducted in local communities by 
local part-time instructors who know the 
course subjects and have received some 
training in the appropriate methods of 
teaching. The Program is offered as an 
educational service to assist the owners 
of small businesses to help themselves. 

Instructors will be obtained, wherever 
possible, from the ranks of local business 
and professional men. These instructors 
will be paid, and will be provided with 


at the same expense as that of a lesser 
amount formerly. It is hoped that 
this type of program will also build en¬ 
thusiasm in the arts and crafts field. 

At times representatives attending 
courses will be able to receive the bene¬ 
fit of two instructors; for example, de¬ 
sign instruction can be worked into ad¬ 
vanced courses. This eliminates separate 
visits by two different instructors, who, 
in the past, have had difficulty in re¬ 
lating craft fields. 

Students from various communities 
will be able to exchange ideas among 
themselves and organizers of courses 
will have a better idea of what will be 
happening in the entire Peace River 
Area and therefore work for better or 
more comprehensive programs. 

Should this experiment be successful, 
the Peace River area can plan arts and 
crafts exhibitions to coincide with fu¬ 
ture programs. Movies and slide lec¬ 
tures can be introduced and the result 
could be a new awakening in the arts 
and crafts field in this area of the 
province. 

Upon the basis of this experiment in 
the Peace River area, similar concen¬ 
trated programs will be introduced to 
other areas of the province, with the 
aim of passing on more and better infor¬ 
mation and assistance. 


instructor’s notes and a prepared course. 
Subjects will include Management Ac¬ 
counting, Bookkeeping, Retailing, Mar¬ 
keting for Manufacturers, Marketing for 
Service Businesses, Small Plant Manage¬ 
ment, Purchasing and Staffing. Fees, 
times and dates of courses will be ar¬ 
ranged for the convenience of instructor 
and those taking the courses. 

The program will be a continuous one, 
eventually operating throughout all of 
Alberta, and is designed to provide the 
businessmen and businesswomen with 
information that will be of practical use 
in their businesses, and make them more 
able to face the stiff competition of the 
future.

The library, which contains 3,500 square feet of 
space, has a book capacity of 10,000 volumes, and was built at a cost of $60,000, 
the bulk of which was provided by the Town of Taber, aided by the Winter Works 
program and public subscription. Donations have also been received for furniture, 
equipment and books, and it is planned to increase the number of volumes consid¬ 
erably during the next year. However, already an increased interest in reading 
has become apparent since the opening of the new library, with the circulation 
for the two months of July and August more than that for the whole year previous.
